The Reports of Commissioners of Divisions on the working of District Boards in 
Bengal during the year 1918-19. 


District Boards.— There was no change in the constitution of the tiaad 


' except that the number of members was increased from 18 to 24 in Tippera ° 
‘and from 12 to 18 in Noakhali. Last year it was necessary to rerind the 
_ non-official Chairmen of the District Boards of Murshidabad, the 24-Parganas 


and Jessore that more extended touring was necessary if the work of the 
Boards was to he properly carried out. It is satisfactory vo note that during 
the year under review these Chairmey were on tour for 25. 23 and 82 days 
respectively. Having regard to the advanced age of these gentlemen and 
their other public and professional duties these tours do them credit.. The ° 
non-official Chairman of the Bakarganj District Board was on tour for 54 
days, and of the Burdwan District Board for 64 days. The latter is reported 
to have done very good work on his tours; the istrict Board appears to 
have exercised a wise discretion in electing a gentleman who has. not only

, General Summary ' 

imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Caleutta® by rail, 
river, canal, road, und sea (coastwise) during the nine months, April to Decem- 
ber, 1919, amounted to 17,160,000 maunds, as against 10,902,000 maunds in the ~ 
corresponding period of the preceding year—an increase of 57 per cent. There 
was an increuse of 16 per cent in the imports of coal and coke (73,959,000 
maunds as against 63,798,000 maunds last year). ‘Che imports by rail, river, road; 
and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed an increase of 79 
per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 7,81,99,000 as against Rs. 4,37,00,000 
in 1918. The quantity of indigo imported during the nine ménths, April to 
December, 1919, increased from 13,803 maunds to 14,110 maunds. The imports 
of raw jute amounted to 3,858,000 bales as against 4,005,000 bales—a decrease 
of 4 per cent. The importation of gunny bags also showed a decrease of 14 
per cent (308 million bags as against 351 millionsin the preceding year). The 
total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased 
by 16*per cent from 5,956,000 maunds to 5,024,000 maunds. The imports of 
sugar decreased by 17 per cent from 509,000 maunds to 421,000 maunds, and 
those of tea increased by 5 per cent from 2,579,000 maunds to 2,720,000 maunds. 


Exports.—'I'he exports of cotton piece goods, foreign, from Calcutta by 
all routes during the nine months, April to. December, 1919, increased by 28 
per cent (Rs. 29.86,81,000 as against Re. 17,88,73,000 last year). The exports of 
gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 999 million to 805 million bags in the period under review. The 
quantity of kerosene oil despatched from Oalentta and Budge-Budge’ by 
internal routes and by sea (coastwise) increased from 3,693,000 maunds to 
4,421,000 maunds, or by 20 per cent.
